Karl Marx. 
On the 5th of September there oc- 
curred, in London, the death of a man who 
of late has acquired considerable notoriety 
in the political circles of Europe. We re- 
fer to Kart Marx, the leader of the So- 
cialist society L’Internationale. So much 
has been said and written lately about that 
much-feared society, and it has acquired 
so much importance in the political affairs 
of Europe—an importance which will in- 
crease with every additionaf? month— 
a short sketch of this prominent d 
cogue will not prove out of place. 

Kart Marx, while he was nominally 
the leader of the International society, bore 
in reality but a small part in the recent 
criminal outbreaks of the body, and we 
are very much inclined to give credence 
to those European writers and correspond- 
ents who represent him only as a sort of a 
toolin the hands of worse and more de- 
signing men, whom he served asa sort of 
a figure head. There is no doubt but that 
he sincerely disapproved of the outrages 
committed in Paris under the criminal 
wreiches of the Commune, although 
he found ._ no means to check 
them, or even attempted to do so. He 
was an honest man, who had the courage 
to stand up for his opinions, without pur- 
suing any selfich ends, although those opin- 
ions were those of a blind fanatic. This 
ultra-radicalism, this hatred of capital 
and privileged classes, he carried almo:t to 
madness, and frem this supreme, inward 
conviction he derived so much force and 
enthusiasm that he very often carried his 
hearers away before him even against their 
uwi convictions and will. How much 
such aman must Lave been worth to an 
organization, the source of whose life con-

THE ORPHANS. 

A Sketch of the German Protestant 
Orphan Asylum on West Jeflerson 
Street. 

Nothing should command our attention more 
then an inetitution set apart for those little 
ones whom it has pleased Providence to leave 
dependent upon our charities, and therefore we 
purpose giving a brief account of the above- 
named asylum, which we had the pleasure of 
visiting yesterday afternoon. We were kindly 
received by the gentlemanly Superintendent, 
Mr. Leovherdt, who has occupied his present 
position for the past two years and three 
months, ang who was kind enough to furnish us 
with the desired information. He stated that it 
waa foundedin 1852, the first President being 
Theodore Schwarz, Esq., and the Trustees being 
Messrs. John Westerman, M. Billings, John C. 
Petry, Dr. E. Caspari, whois now deceased, Wm. 
Krell, Otto Schaffer, and A. C. Harig. 
The asylum is a three-story brick building, 
containing 22 reoms, situated on Jefferson 
street, between Nineteenth and Twentieth 
streets, on a lot measuring 273 front by 200 feet 
in depth, part of the ground being used for veg- 
etables and fruit-trees, which is cultivated by 
the orphans. The garden contains little ave- 
nues, which are furnished with seats for the 
children during their recreation hours. There 
are at present forty-six orphans in the asylum, 
varying in age from three to sixteen, twenty of 
whom are boys and the remainder girls. The 
boys are, at the age of fourteen, put to whatever 
avocation in life they are most capable of purgu- 
ing, while the girls are paid wages in the asylum 
from the age of 15 till they become 18 years of age, 
their wages being retained till that period, 
There are two male societies, nur —.vering twelve 
hundred members, who ar, required to pay at 
least $2 each annuciy There is also a society 
of ladies who agsemble once a month to attend 
to the Clothinp of the children. Besides this, 
othe: charitably- disposed persons render assist- 
ance. Mr. Leonherdt conducted us through the 
entire building, and we must say that it is ad- 
mirably arranged for the comfort of the little 
ones. It is contemrtated, however, to build an 
addition to the building this season, which will 
considerably add to ite appearance. It may be 
well to state that the children are taught all the 
branches usually taught in the public achools of 
this city, and attend Sunday-school every Sab- 
bath. The present officers are C. Mullenschiager, 
presiacnt; Julius Dorn, vice president; J. M. 
Egelhoff, secretary, and William Goepper, treas- 
urer. 


Severely Injured.

The buggy wasnot materially injured. Yesterday 
inflammation set in upon the injured arm, end 
serious fears are entertaived that amputation 
may be necessary. Mr, Kaliez complains of oare- 
lesaness on the part. of the driver, and that on 
application to the authorities his name was re 
fused.
